There have always been a few men, 
scattered through every community since 
‘the war commenced, that held silent sym- 
pathy with the rebel cause and in their 
secret hearts wished them stccess. With 
sufficient discretion to: eoncea) their real 
sentiments, they have moved unnoticed 
among patriotic men, from the simple 
fact that they gave no sign of whatever, 
opinions they possessed regarding the 
mighty issues set upon the chances of 
war, always avoiding any expression of 


feeling that might betray their latent 


disloyalty. 

This course was easy while rebellion, 
if not triumphant, beld its own and con- 
tinued to present a bold and confident 
front to the National forces. Evemrwhen 
the tide of battle began to-roll south- 
ward and the fortunes of war turned 
altogether in our favor, they could set 
their teeth in confident hope that, al- 
though success had temporarily crowned 
our arms, still the cities of the South, 
the ciladels of her strength, were safe 
from our puerile attacks and could laugh 


our strength to scorn. 


With them, as with the more open 
sympathizers, Richmond was always a 
stronghold, in the perfect impregnabili- 
ty of which their confidence was un- 
doubting. Other cities and fortresses

Iiad not our armies. again and ogain, 
been buried upon its strong defenses 
and, as often, retired broken and diseom- 
fited. like the waves ef ocean bursting 
in-vain fury upon a rock bound shore?

Charleston and Wilmington fell, they did 
not despair. Lee was not their defender, 


_ nor were these Richmond. But finally 


the doom of the others overtook the 
Gibraltar of their strength; the word 
went forth that Richmond had fallen and, 
then, the agony of these voiceless rebels 
could be restrained no longer. When 


- the mandrake of treason was plucked up 


Ny the very rootsallits kindred groaned 
in sympathy throughout the land. 

Now these sneaking human jackals, 
who- hunted prey for the lions by stealth, 
never daring to imitate their boldness, 
collest together and snarl at the jubilant 
congratulations of loyal men. The glad 
tidings-that make the hearts of patriots 


leap with renewed youtb, affects them 


with disordered livers. and their over- 
flowing spleen cannot be concealed. The 


amiable creatures are distressed by all 
this turmoil, they rejoice not in the day 
ef our victory. and the shouts of triumph 
are discordant to their sensitive ears. 
They want to become members of some 
society where politics shall not intrude

nounce that Richmond has fallen.

graphed: Davis that Grant had. rendered 
the holdimg of the city by him impos- 
sible. This telegram was read in the 
churches, and the departure of the lead- 
ing rebels commenced at once, and was 
continued through the night. Jeff. Da- 
vis left at 8 o’clock in the evening, for 
Danvitle, and it is understood, the Gov't 
archieves were sent to that place and 
Weldon, N,C. It was understood to 
have been Lee’s design to endeavor to 
reach Danville, Va.; there fortify and 
make another stand. This plan Sheri- 
dan’s more has frustrated, and Lee is 
now, apparently, endeavoring to get to 
Lynchburg. 
The works in front of Richmond con- 
sist of three strong lines wholly envel- 
opeing the city. The outer ones are 
continuous, and the inner one consist- 
ing of aseries of strong redoubts and 
abatis forts, and all these mount up- 
wards of 300 guns, and would, had 
they been properly goverred, form an 
almost impregnable series of defences. 
Torpedoes were thickly strewn all over 
the ground, with little flags for the safe- 
ty of the rebels; but which they neg- 
lected to move in their hasty flight; and 
thus saved the lives of many of our men 
when marching into Richmond. The se- 
cond line was found equally as strong 
as the first, excepting to the abattis and 
torpedoes. The third line is just irside 
the edge of the town, situated on high 
ground. These works, like others, 
mount heavy guns. Davis took on the 
train he escaped with, horses and car- 
riages, so as to take to the country, in 
case the road was interrupted. He ex- 
presses himself as yet being determined 
not to give up; though it was certain he 
had but little to hope for. Extra Billy 
Smith did not leave till after midnight. 
He left his wife behind, as also did Gen. 
Lee. The news of the death of ber son 
in the battles has been received. The 
Legislature was in session as late as 9 
o’clock on Sunday night, when they 
started for Columbia, by canal and the 
James river. Bieckenridge left the city 
as late as half past 6 o’clock on Mon- 
day morning.

The bridge is partially destroy- 
ed, and the approaches are of soft bot- 
tom land, and we cannot advance to- 
morrow in the same manner that we 
have to-day. As soon as I get my 
troops up a little. I might push a column 
down the road, but is evident that I can 
not follow rapidly during the night.
